The Flying Squadron thought it high time now to <a} theſe: 
dick Cheats into Queſtion by a Legal Proceeduig againſt them in the 
high Court of Parliament; fot the Parliament having raiſed Taxes 
the People ought; to take care how the money thus raiſed had 
been expended.” No ſooner had they entred; upon this juſt and ne+ 
-ceſſary work; but the wtiole Troops of the Deſerters dw up in 
*Battalia againſt the Parliament; dy the pſeful methbdsof Cheq ver- 
Bills, Borrowing Clauſes and Tallies, they had liok(dabundance of 
the City Miſers to themſelves in the common chain dFProfit,ſocthet 
theſe clamor d om of lutraſt againſt the Parliament. aad never ſent a 
Bill of parcels into the Country without a parcel of Faction againſt 
the Flying Squadron; whoever ſpake againſt the Cheats, or Juſti- 
yd the lmpeachments of the Commons were publickly branded: as 
Enemies ta the Ring and Gavernment; ſor they endeavanred ta 
make the Crowd believe that whatever was done againſt themſdvey 
was meant againſt the King ; as ii His Majeſty could not ſabſiſt on 
his Throne, wit hout their Aſſiſtance, &a iſ his Government could be 
ſupported no other ways than by Court Rapparees and Deſet ters. 
Their Gaſt being deſperate, they hai recour ſe to Methods altoge- 
ther Deſtructive to our Conſti tution, ond. raiſei the very Mob a= 
gainſt the Parliament in Seandalous and laſolent Seditions, yet the 
Flying Squadron ſtill ſtood their Ground; tho that good Parliament 
-was diſſolves by the Evil Counſel of the Dæſer tere. 
Their laſt ſnift was to get a Patliament for their turn, and in or- 

der hereunta they Villify d and A ſpers'd the beſt Members of the 
sSquadron throughout the Kingdom to keep them from being fact 
ed, they ſtigmatiz'd all the brave Leaders of the Squadron by 
Name in a Black- Liſt, rho” not half ſo black as their own-vile 
Actions; ſor in this Liſt were inſerted the Names of Gentle 
who are an Ornament tothe Age they live in and are the only he 

of our future happineſs, for by their Courage and Conduct have we 
hitherto been kept in the poſſeſſion of our Native Freedoms, and 
upon them do we depend for our future Safety. 1
